DEATH IN HOSPITAL. 


One of City’s Busy Men Who Had 
Faith in Its Growth, Falls to Rally 


In the death of William R. Burke, 
at the Mayo Hospital in Rochester, 
Minn., Wednesday night, Los Angeles 
lost ene of her pioneers, a staunch 
friend and a prominent citizen. To 
his friends he was aleays known aa 
Maj. Burke, a tit!e which he shunned, 
but he was a son of the Southiand, 
and, as a mark of distinction, the title 
clung to him, 

Among the old-timers, those who 
have made Los Angeles and South- 
ern California famous the world 
over, Maj. Burke was not only well 
known, but tntimately acquainted. 

He was born in Helene, Ark., about 
sixty-five years ago. Previous to 
1886, when he came to Los Angeles, 
he was editor of a paper in his home 
city. He married Miss Greenfield, 
daughter of a wealthy cotton broker 
of New Orleans. Mrs. Burke died a 
year and a half ago, leaving a son, 
Carleton Burke, and a daughter, Miss 
Loulee Burke, both of whom are liv- 
ing and were with their father when 


he died. 
About mon ago 
suffered from anh attack 
pendicitis. He felt that he wanted 
to be operated on by the best physi- 
clans in the land. He went to the 
Mayo Hospital, where the operation 
was successfully performed. Reports 
from the sick room to friends here 
stated that for two weeks he seemed 
to rally. He appeared happy and ex- 
pected soon to return to his beau- 
tiful home at No. 26 Berkeley square. 


A few days ago he suffered a relapse 
and rapidly until death 
came. 


The remains will be brought home 
for burial, arriving probably Sunday 
afternoon, when the funeral will be. 
held in §t. Agnew Catholic Church 
at 9 o'clock Monday morning, inter- 
ment in Calvary Cemetery.

FAMOUS TEACHER DIES AFTER 
BRIEF ILLNESS. 


Hospitality at Beautiful Chateau 
Near Paris—The Musical World 
Mourns Loss of Bright Star-—Is 
Well-Known Here. 


Mrs. John Darlington Marsh, sister 
of Miss Myra Hershey of this city, 
and one of the most famous voice 
teachers of the past decade, died at 
her beautiful country home near Paris 
a week ago today. 

Mrs. Marsh visited Los Angeles a 
little less than five years ago for the 
last time. She was then Mrs. Sarah 
Hershey Wddy, wife of the noted 
composer and organist, who was here 
on a concert tour. During that time 
she was entertained at several social 
functions of a splendid though rather 
exclusive nature. 

She had visited here previous to 
that time and was well known on the 
Pacific Coast. Her greatest work was 
accomplished in Chicago where 
through her silvery voice, sie arose 
in-her profession. Some of the most 
noted American singers of the present 
day were pupils of the deceased and 
even European singers took a finish- 
ing polish from her in order to get a 
distinctive American-style for their 
work. 

She was a native of Muscatine, Ia. 
and instead of coming to California to 
reside as did Miss Myra Hershey, she 
decided on going to Europe, where she 
took up the study of music. She was 
more or less a prodigy and soon at- 
tracted attention tn that country. Her 
marriage with Eddy was commented 
on as a union of two of the greatest 
musical artists of the country. 

Incompatibility, of temperament 
caused a separation shortly after their 
visit here five years ago. About three 
years ago Mrs. Eddy married an Eng- 
lish gentieman of leisure and culture 
and with him took a large country 
place at Andresy, twenty miles from 
Paris.

Senator Works is emulating the exam- 
ple of Lord Dundreary's pigeon which went 
off in a corner and flocked by himself.

EST WE FORGET. | 
44 Fifty years ago there was fought on 
the soll of Virginia the first battle of the 
Civil War, for the bombardment of Sumter 
was not a battle in any sense of the term. 
The firing on Sumter aroused the enthusias- 
tic patriotism of the North, and the Bull 


Run disaster tnspired tot discouragement 


but a deep-seated determination to continue 
the contest through whatever sacrifice of 
life and treasure, until the flag of the Union 
should onee more float in security from the 
Potomac to the Gulf. 

It is undesirable to perpetuate memories 
of strife. It is a matter of rejoicing that the 


acerbities of our great civil contest are. 
buried in the graves of both Federals and 


Confederates, and that those graves are, on 
Decoration Days, laureled impartially by 
the men and women of this generation. 
Yet, so long as the Democratic party 
maintains its organization and menaces and 
assails the industrial life, as it once men- 
aced and assailed the political life of the 
nation, it ought not to be forgotten that it 
was then, as now, under the control of the 
Southern States, and that it cost our coun- 
try all the lives that were lost and all the 
treasure that was expended in both the 
North and the South, for without i there 
would have been no war. . 
When the Missouri compromise was re 
pealed, when the. morality of the existence 
of slavery and the right of extending it into 
the Territories was asserted, and when 
Toombs of Georgia declared—with the in- 
dorsement of the Democratic party of the 


entire South—and its acquiescence In the 


North—that “the time would come when he 
would call the roll of his slaves at Bunker 
Hill,” then the Republican party was cre- 
ated. It sprang full armed into vigorous life 
even as the Goddess of Wisdom sprang from 
the brain of the God of Power. When the 
tempest swung the pine against the palm 
the latter went crashing to the earth, never 
to rise again. 3 

If the Democratic party had peacefully ac- 
quiesced in the election of Lincoln the 
South might have saved slavery within the 
borders of the slave States for generations, 
although it would probably have been grad- 
ually extinguished by a process of compen- 
sated emancipation, for it was at war with 
the spirit of the age. 

But the men of the South were led astray. 
Their martial ardor was on fire. They were 
encouraged by northern as well as southern 
Democratic leaders to believe that the 
North would acquiesce in their revolt. The 
Democratic President announced that, while 
the Southern States might have no right 
to secede, the government had no right to 
forcibly prevent them from seceding. The 
Democratic department officers sent the 
ships of our navy to distant seas; they with- 
drew our troops from southern fortresses 
and they dismantied the fortresses. They 
emptied the national treasury and made no 
effort to collect from southern postmasters 
and subtreasurers the balances of Federal 
money in their control. So that, when Abra- 
ham Lincoln was inaugurated President, he 
found no money, no ships, no troops and no 
munitions of war available. 

If the South had pressed the Bull Run 
victory and marched on and captured Wash- 
ington no man can conjecture what might 
have been the result. But there was one 
factor in the arithmetic of events that the 
conspirators failed to take into considera- 
tion. They had forgotten God. They had 
overlooked the sway of the Deity who spins 
and cuts the threads of national as of indi- 
vidual life. 

Tens of thousands of patriotic Democrats

They were in favor of the war, but 
opposed to bloodshed. They discouraged en- 
listments. They opposed the draft. Their 
Congressmen voted against appropriations 
for the army and navy and at the first Na- 
tional Democratic Convention held since the | 
war began they resolved that the war for 
the Union was a failure, and demanded that 
it should cease even at the cost of national 
dismemberment. 

The rebellion practically ended with the 
election in 1864, when the Republicans of 
the North re-elected Lincoln. The southern 
Democratic leaders became convinced that 
their northern copperhead allies were pow- 
eriess to ald them and in a few months they 
guccumbed to the inevitable at Appomattox. 

The war amendments to the Constitution 
and all reconstruction legislation were op- 
posed by the Democratic party, and it af’ 
tagonized all Republican measures to pre- 
serve and maintain the national credit. But 
it did not die. It refused to go into its grave 
like a gentleman. It met with a brief sea- 
son of complete victory in 1893, and during 
its rule it well-nigh shipwrecked the pros- 
perity of the country. | 

And now this hoary relic of a lost and 
discarded cause picks itself out of the dust 
and comes tottering on senile feet into the 
dawn of the twentieth century and maun- 
ders and clamors for a power that it has 
demonstrated its incapacity to use and « 
scepter that it has proven itself unfit to 
wield. <

NEMIES OF LIBERTY. 
The inherent fundamental vice of labor- 
unionism is that in combination it assumes 
control and possession of property not its 
own and to which it has no title, either le 
gal or equitable. A band of tronworkers, 
for instance, say to the proprietor of the 
shop in which they are working: “You shall 
not transform ‘into steel these pigs of iran 
that you have purchased and paid for unless 
we do the work; you shall not discharge 
one of our number merely because he is a 
drunkard or an incompetent worker; you 
shall not employ any more workmen unless 
they belong to our organization and are se- 
lected by our labor leader; you shall not al- 


low any more than a certain number of 


boys in these works as apprentices; you 
shall use no coal that is not hauled here in 
‘wagons driven by union teamsters; you shal) 
take no contracts to make and put in place 
the fron work of buildings the brick and 
stone work of which has been done by non- 
union workers. If you vidlate these orders 
of ours we will quit work in a body; we 
will beat to a pulp any men you may em- 
ploy to take our places, and if you offer 
protracted resistance to our demands we 
will dynamite your establishment.” : 

What is the difference between the action 
of a labor union toward an employer who 
resists ite claims and the action of high- 
waymen who stop a traveler and strip him 
of his purse and his watch? 3 

What has become of our boasted liberties 
when a shopkeeper dare not keep upon his 
shelves goods that have not a union label 
pasted upon them’? The serf who ten cen- 
turies ago wore an iron collar bearing the 
inscription, “I am the born thrall of Cedric 
the Saxon,” was not more abject than the 
politician who pastes a Gompers label on 
his forehead. Was there ever a more im- 
pudent demand than that of the union labor- 
ites that the general law of injunctions 
should not be applicable and should not be 
followed in disputes between employers and 
workmen? 

Union labor claims that, while courts may 
not issue injunctions, its leaders may law- 
fully do so. The English cigarmaker, Sam- 
uel Gompers, who never looked into a law 
book and who for many years has lived as a 
leech lives, by sucking the blood of his vic- 
tims, has constituted himself a high chan- 
cellor who issues, without notice, injunc- 
tions restraining tens of thousands of la- 
borers from working. Local labor leaders 
also enjoin men from labor and keep them 
idie until employers submit to blackmailing 
demands. 

Have the graftors who have made chattels 


of union laborers ever exhibited the slight- 
est consideration for the general welfare of 
the people? John Mitchell in the midst of 
zero weather ordered a strike among coal 
miners and did not care that men, women, 
children and invalids were frozen or 

in consequence. 

The Gompers, the Mitchells, the Tvelt- 
moes, the Gallaghers and the McCarthys are 
the Robespierres, Dantons and Marats of 
this day. They seek to overthrow courts 
and ignore laws, and rule as the Jacobin so- 
cleties once ruled Paris. Their objective 
point at present is to place the recall in the 
Constitution eo that they may prostitute the 
courts to their service. 


ALIFORNIA WINES. 

Commercial Agent J. D. Whelpley reports 

a steady demand in Great Britain for Call- 
fornia wines, particularly from hotels’ and 
restaurants. They are not sold in bulk, but 
are bottled in London by representatives of 
the California producers. One brand. is 
prominent in th. British market—in the ho- 
tels and restaurants of London and through- 
out England and Scotiand. This particular 
brand has been sold in Great Britain since 
1892 and, although it has had a stiff fight 
against English prejudice and an ingfained 
preference for a French label when order- 
ing wine, a steady increase in its sale was 
reported up to the San Francisco fire, when 
the enormous reserve stock was destroyed, 
and the supply since has necessarily been 
curtailed. 
California wines in the British market 
come into competition chiefly with. the 
French wines, which are the most popular 
there. California shipments should closely 
resemble the French brands and only tlhe 


| best of the product should be exported. 


Efforts by the California representatives 
to standardize the prices of the various qual- 
ities have met with serious opposition from 
the restaurant and hotel-keepers. Several 
of the latter declare they would not carry 
the California wines at all were it not that 
there was a constant demand from their 
English customers. In other words, the 
California wines sell themselves, though a 
larger profit (they say) can be made on the 
European wines. Still they make, say the 
California representatives, 100 per cent. or 
more on all the California wines they re- 
tail. The hotel men admit that the Cali- 
fornia winés are better value for the diners 
than the Buropean wines. 

The California wines sell at retail over 
there at from 60 cents to $1.46 per bottle, 
whereas Australian wines (sold by grocers) 
are quoted as low as 24% cents per bottle. 

The wine shortage in France should’ in- 
crease the sale of California wines in Grea 
Britain.

ARIZONA ROLLING IN RICHES. 
Tax Lists for 1911 Show Increase fn 
Property Valuation of Over $13,- 
000,000; Total Near $100,000,000. 
[Special Correspondence of The Times.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 19.—The 

tax rolls of 1911 will show the most 

marvelous. increase in property valua- 
tions for purpose of taxation that Ari- 
zona has ever enjoyed. The exact fig- 
ures are not yet available, but suffi- 
client date are at hand for a good esti- 
mate. Tax rolls have all been returned 


|to county boards of assessors, though 


the latter may make some changes in 
them after their work as county 
boards of equalization. These changes, 
however, ought not to make a great 
difference from the present figures, for 
where there will be a clipping in some 
quarters there will be raising of val- 
ues in others. The total of these tax 
rolis as returned is $99,353,467.01, or 
very close to a hundred millions. The 
taxable valuation last year was $86,- 
126,226.35, this year’s increase being 
$13,233,240.66. A large increase was 
expected this year, owing not only to 
the general development and expan- 
sion of business ‘« the Territory but 
to the fact that certain railroads hith- 
erto exempt from taxation, begin pay- 
ing taxes this year, but the most 
sanguine only expected an increase of 
approximately ten millions. Every 
county in the Territory except Apache 
shows a greatiy increased valuation. 
Apache hag a decrease of $247,062. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany has announced a new order ef- 
fective August 10, that should result 
in a decided increase in the tourist 
business of the Salt River Valley, 
which is situated about. twenty-five 
miles off the main lime of the South- 
ern Pacific at Maricopa. On and aft- 
er that date stopover privileges for 
ten days will be allowed on all through 
tickets to the Coats bought east of 
Deming and El Paso, providing the 
traveler deposits his ticket at Mari- 
copa and buys a round trip ticket from 
that point to Phoenix. This privilege 
is extended to any and all tickets from 
whatever class or limit. Heretofore 
it has m the custom of both the 
Santa Fe and Southern Pacific to 
grant such stopover privilege only to 
those holding colonist tickets, and dur- 
ing their limitations. y 

Former Gov. George Curry of New 
Mexico is visiting Phoenix on private 
business, having come almost direct 
from Washington, where he h n 
working for months in the inte of 
Statehood. Mr. Curry says there is no 
doubt about the passage of the State- 
hood resolution if the Territories will 
accept it with the Nelson amendment 
eliminating the recal of judges, but 
that if the resoultion passes without 
such amendment the President will 
surely veto it. Mr. Curry says he be- 
lieves the attitude of the President in 
respect to the recall is unwise and 
unpolitic and that the matter should 
be left to the Territories. However, he 
insists with all possible emphasis that 
it is wisdom now on the part of the 
Territories to accept the situation and 
flood the national capital with tele- 
grams announcing acquiescence to the 
President’s wishes, in view of the fact 
that once admitted, the new States 
ean amend their own Constitutions at 
pleasure.

BALLOT TALK 
BEFORE MEN. 


The Women Present Adverse 
Views on Suffrage. 


Male Audience Generous in 
Giving a Hand. 
Told Why Vote Should and 
Shouldn’t Be Given. 


Charlies Farwell 
and Mrs. Dora Oliphant Coe in a de- 
bate last night before the Printers’ 
Board of Trade, at the Hollenbeck 
Cafe. Mra. Edson clearly and clever- 
ly told the members why the women 
of California should be given the bal- 
lot, and Mrs. Coe, in an equally bril- 
liant address, pleaded with the sixty- 
five men present not to enforce the 
responsibility of the franchise upon 
the members of her sex. | 

Each speaker was allowed but fit- 
teen minutes in which to set forth 
her arguments, but in that brief time 
they crowded all the logic and wit of 
which they were masters. At the 
close of the débate both contestants 
were heartily applauded and’ warmly 
thanked. 

Mrs. Edson said women 
of America had no doubt been 
treated more fairly than the women 
of any other nation, and this very 
fact had given them opportunities to 
develop ideas of independence which 
women of other countries cannot un- 
derstand. She held that women, have 
ceased to be the burden-bearers and 
the producers, while men engage in 
useless wars. Women's activities in 
the home, she declared, have ceased 
to a great extent from the fact that 
they are forced into the field of econo- 
mics and in so inany respects must 
compete with men in the world’s 
WANT TO ASSIST. 

“The time has.come,” said the 
speaker, “when women could be of 
greater advantage to the State, the 
country and to the home if they could 
help to form the laws of the country 
with the weapon of the ballot. In 
fact, the use of the franchise would 
simply be extending the work which 
women are doing in the home to the 
State at large. We think it is our 
right to vote and we would consider 
it a privilege as well as a responsibil- 
ity. Many States have laws for the 
protection of women and children, but 
those laws are often not enfo 
cause there is no voting constituency 
back of them. 

“We do not criticise the men for 
what they have done, but we begin 
to see that in these days of struggle 
and competition in business and trade, 
men have enough to do simply to pro- 
vide food for their families, and we 
believe that we could assist them in 
making intelligent and just. laws. 
Men need not fear that we, as wom- 
en, will want to pass a lot of blue 
laws. Before we are women, Wwe are 
human. Neither would women be 
less agreeable companions because of 
the fact that they could vote. Neith- 
er do women wish to be like men, nor 
to take the places of men in the bust- 
ness world. We respect and love men 
and it is because they are men that 
we love them. We only wish to help 
our brothers, husbands and fathers, 
and we hope that in October they 
will accept us as citizens of our far 
famed Golden State.” 

UNWILLING BURDEN. 


“I am sorry,” said Mrs. Coe, “that I I 


made in my opponent's address, but 
I wish to tell you gentlemen that the 
women of California do not want the 
responsibility of the ballot.. For the, 
sake of the very minority of women 
who op us, for the sake of the 
children of this and future genera- 
tions, and as a matter of justice and 
a square deal, the majority of the 
women of California are protesting, 
not boisterously and in an undignified 
manner, but nevertheless earnestly 
protesting against having the ballot 
thrust upon them. 

“The are accused 
by the suffragists of being apathetic 
in regard to their best interests. This 
so-called apathy is simply an unwill- 
ingness to take up a burden which 
the advocates of political equality 
would add to the burdens already 
resting upon women. If all women 
wanted to vote, they would have no 
trouble in securing the franchise from 
the gallant men, but they do -not 
want the ballot, and the men of this 
State are finding it out. 

“In States where women do vote, 
the women have, in the aggregate, 
become coarsened, have ‘sold their 
votes and corrupted the body politic. 
Politics affects the character of 
women more than women change the 
character of politics. This is lament- 
ably true, as statistics show. Suffra- 
gists claim that they will abolish .a 
great many evils when they have the 
franchise, but the fact remains that 
in matters of charity, sanitation and 
néeded reforms, women can accom- 
plish far more simply as women than 
they can as citizens. 

“As to wages for women, Califor- 
nia women are paid better than the 
women of most other States. Be- 
sides, the wage scale is regulated by 
the laws of supply and demand—not 
by the ballot. I wish to say, also, 
that most of the women who are 
clamoring for equal rights are very 
unpatriotic. They would steal from 
Old Glory every star but five, repre- 
senting the States in which women 
vote. I do not only consider these 
women undeserving of the franchise. 
but I think that any man who would 
countenance such a sentiment is un- 
worthy to be called a true American.”

The War Day by Day Fifty Years Ago

July 21, 1861—The Battle of Bull Run Was Fought, Re- 


sulting in a Confederate 


Victory and the Disorganiza- 


tion of the Defeated Union Army Under Gen. Mce- 
Dowell—“One of the Best-Planned and verre 


Battles of the War.”

IFTY years ago today the first 

great battle of the war was fought, 

that of Bull Run, or, as it is 
known in the South, of Manassas. 

Victory followed the banner of the 

Confederacy, thus giving it the pres- 
tige it most needed, that of early suc- 
cess in the field; while the complete 
demoralization of the Union army, 
which fled in panic from the scene of 
battle, cut deep into the heart of the 
North, checked it military activities 
for many months, and several indefi- 
nitely to postpone the day when it 
could again meet the southern forces 
in the field. 
. Gen. Willlam T. Sherman, who led 
a brigade in the Union army at Bull 
Run, has designated Bull Run as ‘‘one 
of the best-planned batties of the 
war, and one of the worst fought.” 

The plan was that of seasoned offi- 
cers on both sides, who had been 
trained in the same school—West 
Point, and the United States army. In 
view of the points each side desired to 
gain, of the character of the forces 
engaged and the nature of the coun- 
try in Which the battle was fought, 
there is little for the military critic to 
find fault with in the pians of the 
leaders on either side. 

There were mistakes before the day 
was done, to be sure; but there was 
brilliant achievement enqgugh to offset 
this, and the unconsciousness of fear 
that is heroism. Brothers in biood of 
the North and South—not trained 
soldiers, but men called from peace- 
ful pursuits to fight—each desperate- 
ly defending his political ideals, 
rushed and fell without a murmer. 

It was only when the tide of battle 
suddenly turned, and the Union 
forces, in retreat, in a moment be- 
came a panic-stricken mob, that any- 


{thing occurrod toe call for apologies 


for the day. 

And now, after fifty years it is rec- 
ognized that in the wild flight of the 
Union army there was a something 
that. seizes armies which has nothing 
to do with individual fear,: and has 
been observed in many lands and 
times, since man first engaged in bat- 
tle. 


Under Arms Before Dawn. 


On the morning ef July 21 Gen. 
McDowell's army of about 30,000 ef- 
fective troops Were under arms at 2 
o'clock, at Centerville, four miles 
from Bull Run stream, behind which 
the Confederates lay intrenched. 

It was McDowell's plan to make a 
feint against the center of the enemy, 
and by a rapid march to the right, 
surprise him on the right flank. It 
was a sound and brilliant plan, but 
even while the troops moved off in 
the warm, dark summer night, by the 
red-dirt road of the Warrenton turn- 
pike, conditions were at work to de- 
feat it. 

The first troops to move were those 
of the division commanded by Gen. 
Daniel Tyler of the Connecticut mill- 
tia. (The regiments in this division 
and in all the commands in both 
armies were named in this series on 
July 20. Study of a good map will 
show the positions of both armies.” 

The inexperienced officers were un- 
able to get their untrained men into 
motion on time, and the delay heli. 
back for nearly three hours thr 
sécond division, under Col. David 
Hunter, and the third under Col. Sam- 
vel P. Heintzalman, that were to effect 
the turning movement. 

On these two divisions rested the 
responsibility of actually opening the 
battle. Tyler was to proceed to Bull 
Run, and at the Stone bridge, where 
the read crossed the stream. to make 
a demonstration with artillery, while 
Hunter and Heintzelman, by a march 
thought to be six miles, but which was 
in reality nine, were to cross the 
stream at Sudiley'’s ford, an undefend- 
ed point, turn sharply to the left and 
march rapidly to the rear of the Stone 
bridge, and there attack the Confed- 


¥} erates on their extreme left. 


Tyler was to have been in position 
at daylight. but it was after 6 o'clock 
when he fired a signal gun to give no- 
tice that he had reached the bridge. 

The turning force was to have 
crossed Bull Run at 7 o'clock, but it 


t 


, Was nearly 10 when it appeared in a 


position to open fire on the enemy, on 
a hill oveflooking a stream, Young's 
branch, that flowed into Bull Run at 
right angles, near the Stone bridge. 

Meanwhile Tyler’s demonstration 
at the Stone bridge was feeble, where 
as it should have been aggressive. 
Turning Movement Detected. 

These two facts may be said to have 
determined the fate of the day. The 
officer in command of the Confeder- 
ates at the Stone bridge, Col. N. G. 
Evans, divined from Tyler’s weak at- 
tack that it was a feint, and clouds of 
dust far toward Sudley’s ford led him 
to believe a turning movement was in 


progress. 


On his own Initiative he at once 
moved his force across Young's 
branch up a hill to Matthew's farm, 
where he placed it across the Sudley 
road, at the same time sending back 
for reinforcements. Bee's and Bar- 
tow's brigades of Johnston's rein- 
forcing army came up from near Bul 
Run to support him. 

Meanwhile a Confederate signal offi- 
cer had. caught the glint of a brass 
cannon in the sun far off to the north, 
in the direction of Sudiey’s ford, and 
had sent word to Gen. Beauregard 
that. the Union army was moving 
around his left flank. 

Gen. Beauregard was then near Ma- 
nassas and the center of his lines. 
which stretched for six miles’ along 
Bull Run, covering six fords. 

He expected the battle to be fought 
along Bull Run, and not being at- 
tacked there, had already ordered an 
early advance toward Centerville, 
and an attack on the federal left in 
ite rear. This plan was practically 
the same in principle as that of Gen. 
McDowell. It was destined to mis- 
carry, for the order, sent by a cour- 
ier, was not delivered until after the 
union attack. Gen. R. 8S. Ewell, at 
Union Mills, the confederate ex- 
treme right, foreseeing Gen. Beaure- 
gard’s plan to advance, fumed and 
even raged as the morning advanced 


and he received no orders. He was | 


fated to remain inactive, as were sev- 
eral other brigade commanders, 
while the battle was fought largely 
by Johnston's newly arrived troops 
from the Shenandoah valiey, 

When the alarm of the turning 
movement of Gen. McDowell teached 
Gen. Beauregard. he had the bulk 
of his army, tncluding about 700 men 
Johnston had atready brought for- 
ward, back of Blackburn's ford, 
where the federals had appeared in 
force on the 18th. 

The news called for instant action. 
The army must change face and 
fight not along Bull Run, but along 
Young's branch. 
The Battle Begun. 

Before Gen. Beauregard | could 
send over to Col. Evans, that officer 
was engaged on the high land, north 
of Young’s branch, with his line at 
right angles to the matin position of 
the confederate army. 

The battle began about 10 o’ clowk 
when Burnside’s brigade, (the 20th 
New Hampshire, ist and 24 Rhode 
Island and Tist New York regiments) 
leading the Union column, came in- 
to view of Evans. For about an hour 
the fight continued, but Porter's bri- 
gade coming up, the Confederates 


finally retired before superior num- 
bers across Young's branch. 

By the time the Union column had 
directed the fire of its batteries 
across Yo s branch, the Confed. 
erates were,in line of battle on an 
opposite hill, occupied by the Henry 
and Robinson farms. Cleared fields 
lay between, and through them ran. 
the Sudley road, crossing the road 
from the Stone bridge at right angles 
in the bottom of the valley of 
Young's branch. 

Down the slope of Matthews hill, 
across the stream and up the swell- 


ing field of corn and tall grass on 


the other side now came the Federa)} 
infantry, with such a rush that they 
swept the Confederates from the 
Henry farm and back toward some 
woods to the south of it, toward Ma- 
nassas. 

As the fleeting Southern troops, in 
full retreat reached the top of the 
crest, they found behind them, in 
solid line, the brigade of Gen. Thom- 
as J. Jackson, of Johnston's army. 
The brigade stood firm, and checked

‘| Center of the Battle. 


The center of the battle henceforth 
was the Henry farm. rage ab al- 
though Gen. Tyler was siow Te- 
sponding to an order to send forward 
his troops, hurried up brigade after 
britgade—avoiding the. Stone bridge, 
which was mined, and crossing at a 
farm ford, 1000 yards above 
til he had 18,400 men, with twenty- 
four guns, on the south side of Bull 
Run. It was later determined that 
Confederates had 18,053 men 
engaged before the battle 


At noon Gens. Beauregard and 
Johnston reached the scene of battle 
after a furious ride of four miles. 
They arrived “not a moment too 
soon,” wrote Gen. Johnston. The 
Confederates were hard pressed, but 
the example of Gen. Johnston, who 
led them in a c e, with the col- 
ors of the Fourth Alabama Regiment 
by his side, gave the men heart, and 
rallying to the standards that they 
had been near they pressed 
forward. 

All through the early afternoon the 
battle raged about the little Henry 
homestead. 

In one of ite upper chambers Iny 
an aged and bed-ridden woman, Ju- 
dith Henry. Shell after shell passed 
through the house, one going through 
her chamber itself, and while the aw- 
ful din of battle roared over her home 
fields this noncombatant victim of 
war received mortal wounds, from 
which her spirit soon took its flight. 

The Eederals had succeeded in 
planting near the Henry house, with- 
in a few hundred yards of the Con- 
federate line, two batteries, Rickett's | 
and Griffin's of the regulars, and

in seventy yards, when it delivered a 
volley that cut down nearly all the 
union gunners. 

The Union force—the battery was 
supported by the New York fire zou- 
aves——was swept from the plateau, 
but presently it rallied. The line was 
formed again, and with wild shouts 
and amidst a deadly storm of bullets 
the northern men charged up the hill, 
drove the Confederates from the 
cleared field at ite top, and out of 
sight into the woods. 

The Confederates lost heavily in 
this charge. Two of their brigade 
commanders, Bee and Bartow, were 
among the dead. 

Gen. McDowell, who had been all 
along the line on his gray charger. 
viewed the field from a chamber of 
the Henry house as thie charge was 
going on, and believed he saw victory 
at hand. Up to that time his force 
had been the larger. tgp seemed 
naught to do but pursue the fleeing 
Confederates to Manassas. 
But at this maint (about 3 o'clock, ) 
the tide suddenly turned. 

Lying behind a crest at the rear 
of the Henry farm were the Sec- 
ond, Fourth and Fifth regi- 
ments, of Jackson's bri They 
had been held in reserve since noon. 
As the Federals came on Jackson 
calmly ordered “Reserve your fire 
till they come within fifty yards, then 
fire and give them the bayonet, and 
when you charge, yell like furies!” 
As the Union men came on, a long 
gray line rose suddenly before them, 
in their very faces, and a volley cut 
ane in their ranks. 

e Federals fell back, but again 
came ons only to be again beaten 
back. The fighting here was among 
the hardest of the day. No official 
list of the Union regiments that took 
the brunt of it has ever been made. 
The lost batteries were twice re- 
taken, but could not be held. Be- 
fore the shattered regiments could 
catch their breath, as it were, fresh 
Confederate troops appeared on their 
right. \ They were the rest of John- 
ston’s men, 2300 under Gen. Kirby 
Smith, who had just arrived at 
Manassas by rallroad, and had 
marched from the cars to the field.
